Report ‘Shows Decided Falling Of int

The official figures of the census of 
Crawford county, its townships and 
Village of Grayling have just been re- 
ceived thru the courtesy of Congress- 
man Gilbert A. Currie. 

Unlike many of the counties in 
Northern Michigan-we show a slight 
increase and in Grayling Village and 
township show a decided gain. South 
Branch township is the only other to 
show increase. The population in the 
Village of Grayling has increased 675 
or about 38%; Grayling township 684 
or about 33%; County.increase 115 or 
about 3%. There was an increase in 
South Branch township of 31 or 12%. 
The greatest falling off is in Frederic 
township which is reduced 357. This 
is no doubt due to the going out of 
the camps in Deward.

'SEA WORM SAMOAN DELICACY

Palolo, the most prized of all gusta- 
tery delicacies in Samos, declared by 
Americans who have tried it to be su- 
periur to the lobster, is a marine 
worm, being rather inysterious in that 
it Is never seen save on two or three 
Its appear- 
ance seems to be regulated by the 
moon, 

The palolo chooses the time for its 
first appearance on the night when 
the October muon changes. When the 
noon rises the sea is seen to be alive 
with wriggling green and brown 
worms, sume of them a yard or more 
in length. The natives make a festival 
of the occasion, going out with dip 
nets among the reefs and scooping up 
the worms by the bushel. They pad- 
die sround in every available boat 
with Hghted torches waiting for the 
moon, and then the scene becomes one 
of great and joyous excitement. 

The palolo comes. ouce again when 
the November moon quarters, and 1s 
not seen again untii the following year. 
It is said to lve in crannies of the 
coral reefs, coming to the surface to 
spawn at these lunar periods. Some of 
the worms are eaten as they wiggle, 
but the bulk of the catch Is reserved 
for a big feast on the following day, 
when they are wrapped in banana 
leaves and baked.

Hog raisers everywhere are rapidly 
recognizing the modern, weather-tight 
hoghouse as a most profitable invest- 
ment. Where the sows are properly 
housed they respond with two litters 
of pigs a year instead of one; the pigs 
are marketable at the time when 
prices are highest, and a greater per- 
centage of each litter is brought to 
maturity, 

The advantage of having the sows 
farrow in the late winter are well 
known to every hog raiser. But to 
shave the pigs come along while the 
weather is yet cold fs unprofitable un- 
less the mother and young pigs have 
a house that will keep them warm, dry 
and healthy. Modern hoghouses are

fesigned and built to give the sow and 
her pigs just such a home. 

Herewith is illustrated such a hog- 
house. It is a frame building set on 
a concrete foundation and has a ce 
ment floor. This building Is 24 feet 


wide and 42 feet long and has pens;

The house is set so that it extends 
east and west and faces the south.

Aplicity of windows also permits good 
ventilation, which is another necessity 
in a hoghouse. The young pigs are 
warmed by the heat from the mothers 
and the sunlight.

ventilation is provided the house will 
be damp and chill. 

The interior arrangement of this 
hoghouse is shown by the accompany- 
ing floor plan, Through the center.of 
the building runs a feeding alley, with 
the pens on either side. Doors at both 
ends permit free access to the bulld- 
ing, either for taking feed to the hogs 
or for removing Utter. Each pen is 
6 feet 6 Inches wide and 8 feet 8 
inches deep. The cement floor is cov- 
ered by & board floor, slightly raised 
from the concrete, for a distance 
of five feet from each wall. This 
board floor, covered with bedding pro- 
vides a dry place for the mother and 
pigs. Despite the general impression 
that hogs are filthy animals, they are 
not and will keep the board floor clean 
and dry. 

In the plan shown, the pens along 
the south side of the building are con- 
nected with outdoor runs, making the 
house usable in summer os well as 
winter,

mansion, a church or a village of 
twenty houses, and he looked with a 
stranger's eyes upon the baronial

To support the large family of his 
mother on thelr too small farm Jeffer- 
’ son turned to the law. In seven years 
at the bar he doubled his estate and 
increased his slaves to 400.

‘was born, he built upon its summit 
from plans of his own drawing, with 
bricks of his own inaking and with 
wood of his own cutting, the noblest 
house in all Virginia. There at Mon-

HE furious storm aroused by the 

combat between Thomas. Jefferson 
and Alexander Hamilton, the greatest 
gladiators to face each other in the 
arena of American politics, makes our 
recent campaigns seem like sunshow- 
era. Hamiltonians scorned to eat and 
drink, and sometimes even to pray, 
with the Jeffersonians. 

Nothing else so stirs the angry pas- 
sions a8 4 conflict of classes or of Bec- 
tions. This was both doubly bitter. 
An almost solid -South united with 
the Northern masses in a common 
dread of a strong government and in 
& common hostility to the old ruling 
caste tn the middle states and New 
England. The new parties called them- 
selves Federalists and Republicans. 

In the first battle, when those par- 
ties fought for the chair of Washing- 
ton in 1796, the result was so close 
that Jefferson came within two elec- 
toral votes of winning the presidency 
against Adams. In the second battle, 
which was waged in 1800, he beat 
Adams, 

Contrary to the familiar stor7 of his 
hitching his horse to the capitol fence, 
Jefferson walked to his inauguration 
and afterward walked back to his 
boarding house, which was only a few 
hundred yards away, This man afoot, 
dreamer and theorist, quietly ushered 
in that day a more lasting revolution 
than a man on horseback could have 
wrought with a sword. and whiff of 
grapeshot. 

Believing that revolutions should 
begin at home Jefferson revolutionized 
the White House by casting aside the 
eeremonials which had been adopted 
in a feeble imitation of kingly courts, 
Opening the doors to all, without re- 
gard to social classifications and with- 
out order of precedence, his rule was 
“frst come, first served." Determined 
that the president, as he said, should 
cease (0 be a personage, he stopped 
the custom of celebrating a president's 
birthday, never made a public tour, 
did his own marketing and went and 
came like any other citizen. Although 
no successor bas thrown a British min- 
ister into a fit of indignation by re- 
ceiving him in siippered feet, Jeffer- 
sonian simplicity rather more than 
Washingtonian courtliness remains the 
standard of presidential conduct, 

It was the strange fartune of this 
most thoroughgoing pacifist to find 
himself at the helm in the midst of 
fn world at war, When the globe was 
bristling with bayonets nntil it looked

VOCATIONAL PLAN GETS 0. K. 


National Headquarters Receives Many 
Expressions of Approval of the 
Work Accomplished. 


— 


Remarkable tributes to the success 
of the American Legion's plan of co- 

as operation with 
the Federal 
Board for Voca- 
cational Educa- 
tion to bring 
about immediate 
admission to 
training, at gov- 
ernment expense, 
of thousands of 
disabled former 
service men, 
bave been re- 
celved at nation- 
al headquarters 
of the Legion, 
since the fnaug- 
uration of the 
Bystem was announced a few weeks 
ag0. 

Probably the most significant in- 
stance of efficiency under the new ar- 
rangement comes from Oshkosh, Wis. 
Oshkosh post, No. 70, located 80 men 
who had put in clalms for training, but 
had been unable to obtain a decision 
on their cases. The post got these 
Ten together ang notified the district 
office of the board at Chicago, which 
sent a “flying squadron” of trouble 
men to Oshkesh, Everyone of the SO 
cases was cleaned up at once, 

It is the intention of the Legion, 
through its national vocational officer 
at Indianapolis, and co-operating Le- 
gionnaires in every department and 
community throughout the country, to 
see that thls same system js put Into 
universal practice until the last red 
tape entanglement is swept from the 
path of every crippled veteran, wheth- 
er a member of the Legion or not, 
who fis entited to training under the 
provisions of the vocation rehabilita- 
tion act, 

Since the Legion took up this work 
in Michigan, a total of 2,500 cases have 
been settled by the Legion and the fed- 
era) board, working together, Confer- 
ences have been held in 15 districts 
of the state and Legion men, acconi 
panied by representatives of the board, 
met vocational officers of the local 
posts and sought out the men whose 
cases had nor been acted upon. 

In New Jersey, the Legion and fed- 
eral board have offices in the same

In Wisconsin arrangements have 
been made to bold a vocational confer- 
ence as @ part of the state convention 
of the Legion at Green Bay, as 
a final determined effort to wind up 
any and all cases that may still be 
pending at that tie, 

Similar reports, all attesting great 
success for the co-operative plan have 
come in from California, Arkansas and 
Alabama.

Assimilated Rank Won for Members 
of Army Nurse Corps After 
Long Fight. 

There will be female officers in the 
American army hereafter. The army 
nurse hag won her fight for recogni- 

tion. 

Salted carefully away in a safe cor- 
ner of army reorganization legislation 
as passed by both branches of congress 
is a neat little section conferring the 
“assimilated rank” of major, captain, 
and: first and second Heutenant on 
members of the Army Nurse corps. 
The superintendent fs to have the rank 
of major, the assistant superintendent, 
director and assistant directors the 
rank of captain, the chief nurses the 
rank of first Meutenanf, and other 
nurses are to be second Heutenants. 

Officially speaking, a person holding 
assimilated rank ts one who exercises 
Umited authority of that rank under 
certain conditions, hut does not enjoy 
the full privileges of the rank. It lacks 
several of the elements of absolute 
rank. It does not call fora commis 
sion and it does not carry the pay, al- 
Jowances or the emoluments of one. It 
makes no attempt to confer the power 
of command incident to_a line officer 
of similar grade, The only incidents 
of absolute rank conferred ave: 

1. The dignity incident to the name 
of the rank. 

2. The right to wear the insignia 
thereof. 

8. The eligibility to exercise author- 
lty within the Hmits set forth In the 
law, which are as follows: “As re- 
gards medical and sanitary matters 
and all work in the Une of their du- 
ties, they shall have and shall be re 
garded as having authority in and 
about military hospitals next after the 
medical officers of the army.” 

The movement for rank for army 
nurses began with America's entry {nto 
the great war. A series of hearings 
on the proposition were held before 
the house committee on military af- 
fairs on April 16, April 20 and June 7%, 
1918. Nothing immediately resulted, 
but the nurses maintnined an active 
bureau in Washington, headed by Mrs. 
Helen Hoy Greeley, a New York law- 
yer. When the war was ended and 
army reorganization was plainly tm- 
minent, they stepped in and won. 

More than 10,000 army nurses saw 
overseas service during the war. All 
were graduate nurses recruited largely 
through the American Red Cross nurs- 
ing service. Army nurses were among 
the first to represent America on the 
other side. 


BUSY COUNTING NEW NOSES 


Recent Membership “Push” Wil! Re- 
quire Time to Decide Tota! of 
New Faces Added. 

There are two reasons why ft wil 
be impossible for some time to an- 
nounce the total of new members ob- 
tained in’the Legion’s recent member- 
ship push. The first is the inevitable 
lapse of time necessary to get individ. 
ual figures from nearly ten thousand 
Legion posts In all parts of the coun- 
try—and in some parts of other coun- 
tries, The second is the fact that 
while the push clased officially on May 
22, the epthuslasm accumulated and 
concentrated on that week of effort 
has spilled over the edges and gone 

right on efferveseing. 

The full story of the push—the meth- 
ods used, all the way from somebody’s 
Ingenious idea to everybody's solid 
hard work—can perhaps never be told. 

Governors of more than thirty states 
gave whole-hearted endorsement to 
the push, and the resulting publicity 
was of immense value in directing at- 
tention to the Legion's effort. Gow 
ernor John H. Bartlett of New Hamp 
shjre, for instance, issued a proclama- 
tion, exactly as on Thanksgiving. “In 
one sense,” reads the proclamation. 
“this is an exclusive affair, as In the 
nation only four million, and in New 
Hampshire only eighteen thousand 
men and women are eligible for mem- 
bership. Yet In a wider sense, the 
“push,” as it is designated. carries & 
powerful appeal to all Americans who 
cherish our national traditions.”

BEST COAL EXPORTED, IS CLAIM 


Committee Named to Bring Pressure 
to Bear At Washington—Acute 
Shortage Looms. 


Detroit.—Michiggn once more is be- 
ing discriminated against in the mat- 
ter of coal. The railways have put an 
embargo on all coal from Diinois and 
Indiana coming to Michigan, eccord- 
ing to a statement made at a meeting 
of the Detroit Coal exchange at the 
Boarg of Commerce. The best of the 
West Virginia and Kentucky coal is 
being exported to Burope, and it is 
going to cost Detroit dealers $15 a ton 
this winter, which means a price to 
the consumer of from $20 to $22. 

It was stated that 8,284,000 tops of 
anthracite had been mined in 1919 
over 1918, yet Michigan had been 
allotted a smaller supply last year 
than the year before. While Boston 
in 1919 received 1,200,000 tons, De- 
troft, with @ larger population, re- 
ceived only 476,000 tons. Other state. 
ments were made tending to show that 
Michigan hag been discriminated 
against, 

Charles A. Dean, of the firm of Pitt- 
mans & Dean Co., asserted that the 
Eastern states had appropriated 
money for the use of a committee 
which had visited Washington. Gov- 
ernors and other powerful state offi- 
¢cials had personally made their com- 
plaint to Federal authorities. Unless 
some such Measures were adopted in 
Michigan, he said, no relief from the 
shortage of anthracite might be ex- 
pected. 

A committee was at once appointed 
by the Detroit Exchange to confer 
with Board of Commerce heads imme. 
diately and will bring every possible 
influence to bear on city and state offi- 
ejals, enlisting their support in an 
active campaign to be waged in Wash. 
ington,

Seventeen persons have been killed 
amd 29 wounded, according to an of- 
ficial statement issued by police. 

The men engaged fn the fighting 
are extremists of the Sinn Fein and 
Unionist factions and probably num- 
ber only a few hundred, but they 
absolutely terrorized the city of 40,- 
000 population as they fired volleys 
down the streets, from barricades 
they had erected or posted on roofs, 
or in windows, shot at almost every 
one who dired to appear.

York, Ohio, WUlinois, and Iowa will 
be asked to join in the enterprise 
with the avowed purpose of maintain- 
ing control of the entire production 
in the middie west until demand 
forces the price up. 

The total output of the five states 
averages in the neighborhood of 34,- 
000,000 pounds and the Michigan com- 
mittee believes that with proper co- 
operation in the other states, a large 
proportion of this wool can be held in 
the warehouses of the various state 
organizations until their object is at- 
tained, 


RAIL WAGE AWARD DUE JULY 20 


Reported That Board Has Agreed On 
Increase of 22 Per Cent. 


Chicago.—W. G. Lee, president of 
the Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, has begun work in an effort to 
bring back into the brotherhood ranks, 
the 15,000 workers expelled for taking 
part in the unauthorized strikes dur- 
ing the past year. 

“With the promise of a wage scale 
decision by July 20, retroactive to 
May 1, there is no reason for further 
dissension in our ranks,” said Lee. 
“Already we have taken back 15,000 
of the 30,000 men who were expelled 
and we will take back others’ who 
make proper amends.” 

It is reported that the board, which 
has been in executive session three 
weéks, kas agreed un 2 tentative aver- 
oge wage increase for the various 
crafts of 22 per cent.

Tragedy Is Culmination of Witd Ride

New York.—Despite the pleadings 
of a girl companion, who begged them 


to try to save her companion who was | 
being cremated beneath. a ,burning. au- ~ 


tomobile, two men, both under the im 
fluence of quor, forced the compan- 
lon into another automobile and drove 
away while the screams of the burning 
girl grew fainter and fainter. 

The girl, whose Identity ts unknown 
save that her name wag Helen, was 
of a party of four in an automobile 
that turned turtle at Old Mill road and 
Queens boulevard shortly after four 
o’clock in the morning. 

The tragedy, the culmination of a 
wild ride, was witnessed by Anthony 
Kutillas and his wife, who live ak 
most opposite the spot where the acci- 
dent happened, and Thomas Fischer 
of 1821 Palmetto street, Sere 
N. J. 

Awakened: by Screams, 

The Kutillas were awakened by the 
screams of two girls shortly: after 
three o’clock. They rushed to a win- 
dow and saw an automobile running a 
zig-zag course past their house, The 
automobile soon disappeared, but the 
screams of the girls could still be 
heard, 

In a few moments the car returned, 
running at a high rate of speed and 
stopped when the driver saw a stalled 
car belonging to Fischer. Stopping 
but a few seconds, the chauffeur start- 
ed again with such speed that the car 
overturned. 

The two men and one of the women 
were thrown clear of the wreckage, 
but the second girl had been plnioned 
beneath the wreckage. Flames burst 
out immediately. 

The girl who had been thrown from 
the car was uninjured and, according 
to Mr, and Mrs, Kutillas and Fischer,

begged the men frantically to save the 
girl who was being burned to death. 

“Never mind her!" shouted one of 
the men. “Come on!” With that he 
grabbed her and started pulling her 
down the road. Another car came 
along aod the two men forced the 
giri into the second machine and sped 
away. 

Burned to a Cinder. 

In the meantime the girl under the 
car had become a flaming torch. Her 
screams had censed by the time Mr. 
Kutillas reached the scene. Fischer 
was working frantically to extinguish 
the blaze. He was joined by Katillas 
and a number of men returning from 
a dance. 

Mra. Kutillas telephoned an alarm 
of fire and it was not until the fire- 
men arrived and extinguished the 
blazing gasoline that the charred body 
of the girl could be remoyed from the 
pyre. 

Her form had been bummed to a cin- 
der, A wrist watch had been fused 
by the hi It was so badly damaged 
that it could not serve as an identis- 
cation mark, Protected by the girl’s

HOUSANDS of anxious citt- 
zens had gathered in the 
streets of Philadelphia where 
ongress was assembled, for 
{t was known that the final 
ypte on the Declaration of 
Independence would be taken 
that day. Since the hour of the as- 
sembly of congress the old bellman 
of the Liberty Bell tn Independence 
all had been in the steeple. He had 
placed his ttle grandson at the door 
to give him the word when the an- 
nouncement should be made. As hour 
after hour passed by and no anneaunce- 
ment came the old man shook his head 
and sald sadly, “They will never do 
tt” 

Suddenly a shout came up from be- 
tow and there stood the little blue- 
eyed lad clapping his hands for joy 
and shouting, “Ring, gracdfather, 
ving!" 

So the old grandsire swung the big 
{ron tongue and the Liberty Beil, 
¢langing 100 times, sent Its brazen 
motes throughout the land proclaiming 
that the United Colonies were and of 
wight ought to be free and inedepend- 
ent, and there was a tumult of re 
joicing in the city. 

This in effect is the first Fourth of 
July, as many an American schoolboy 
thas been taught it. It reads well and 
there is a thrili in it. But it has one 
darge fault—tit Isn't true. As a matter 
of fact there wasn't any real “Fourth 
of July Celebration” at all in 1776, 
There couldn't be, for the reason that 
the Declaration of Independence was 
a continuing operation that lasted 
pretty much the whole summer of 
that year. Incidentally, its culmina- 
tion was July 2, instead of July 4. 
Moreover, it was not until 1777 that 
July 4 was fixed upon as “the day we 
celebrate.” And it was in 1777 In 
Philadelphia that the first Fourth of 
July celebration was held. 

To get the history of the Declara- 
tion of Independence straight, we must 
start with the fact that the American 
Revolution was not begun for the 
achievement of independence, The 
American colonists began with the ideu 
of securing the right guaranteed them 
aS Englishmen by Magna Charta, the 
Bill of Rights, and their own charters. 
‘The idea of separation and independ- 
euce was an afterthought and an out- 
growth of the hostilities faced by the 
British at Lexington and Concord. 

The historic declaration of the citt- 
zens of Mecklenburg county, North 
Carolina, 1p May, 1775, was one of the 
‘earliest manifestations of the trend of 
public opinion. In January of 1778, 
‘Vhomas Paine’s pamphlet “Common 
Sense” appeared and gave the move- 
ment a tremendous impetus, June 7, 


1776, Richard Henry Lee, under in- 
structions from Virginla, presented to 
the continental congress his famous 
resolution which reads: 

“Resolved, That these United Colo- 
nies are and of right ought to be, free 
and independent states; that they are 
absolved from ail allegiance to the 
British Crown, and that al! political 
connection between them and the 
state of Great Britain is and ought 
to be totally dissolved ; 

“That it is expedient forthwith to 
take the most effectual measures for 
forming foreign alliances; : 

“That a plan of confederntion ve 
prepared and transmitted to the res- 
pective colonies for thelr considera- 
tion and opprobation.” 

Here, tn fact, was the Declaration 
of independence in a nutshell, June 
A, congress went unto a committee of 

‘ whole to consider the resolution. For

all ready to vote on it. June 10, con- 
gress postponed final consideration for 
3 weeks, June 11, congress appointed 
a committee of five to draw up the 
Declaration of Independence. Lee 
would naturally have been made chair- 
man, but he had been called home by 
the llness of his wife. Thomas Jeffer- 
son of Virginia was made chairman 
and his colleagues were John Adams 
of Massachusetts, Benjamin Franklin 
of Pennsylvania, Roger Sherman of 
Connecticut and Robert L. Livingston 
of New York. The committee in- 
structed Jefferson to write out a draft 
of the Declaration. Jefferson did so. 
The committee made some changes 
and Jefferson then made a clean copy. 
Congress reassembled July 1, and the 
Lee resolution was passed July 2. 
How this action was then regarded 3s 
shown by John Adams’ letter to his 
wife, in which he said: 

“The second day of July, 1776, will 
be the most memorable epoch in the 
history of America. I am apt to be- 
Neve that It will be celebrated by suc- 
ceeding generation as the great annt- 
versary festival. It ought to be com- 
memorated as the day of deliverence 
by solemn acts of devotion to God 
Almighty. It ought to be solemnized 
with pomp and parade, with shows, 
games, sports, bells, bonfires, and {l- 
luminatidn from one end of this con- 
tinent to the other, from this time 
forward forevermore.” 

Jefferson then presented the report 
of the Declaration committee, the docu- 
ment now known as the Declaration 
of Independence. It was adopted the 
afternoon of July 4. John Hancock, 
as president of the congress, affixed 
his signature. Charles Thompson 
countersigned as secretary. It. was 
then printed and sent off to the sev- 
eral colonies. July 15, the clerk was 
instructed to prepare the document for 
Signatures. Properly engrossed, it was 
signed by all who were present—i0 
members. Others signed in Septem- 
ber and one member, Colonel McKean, 
did not sign until 1781. Seven mem- 
bers, for one reason or another, never 
did sign it.” 

Pennsylvania, being the first colony 
to receive its Declaration of Inde 
pendence, was the first formally to 
make public, the action of congress. 
July 8, a general election day in Penn- 
sylvania, was chosen as the time. A 
crowd of about 1,000 gathered ‘bear 
the platform erected by the Philosoph- 
ical society seven years before 
from which Rittenhouse observed the 
transit of Venus. Mounted upon this, 
Colonel John Nixon read the docu- 
ment in his big voice and winsome 
Deborah Logan, leaning over the wall 
of the Norris homestead, which was 
upon the present site of the customs 
house, heard him quite plainly, Both 
she and Charles Biddle, writing of the 
scene in thelr diaries, make the com: 
ment that “few respectable persona 
were present.” This was not remark. 
able, for Philadelphia's wealthy class 
of that day was outright Tory in {ts 
sympathy and Joho Dickinson, Ed- 
ward Biddle, Thomas Willing and the 
others expressed its sentiments ac- 
curately when they voted against the 
Lee resolution. 

After the reading the crowd gave 
three hu2zas and took down the king's 
arms from the state house. The bell 


In the tower boomed its message, 
Christ church bell keeping it company 
and the funny old guns of the Associa- 
tion battery down at Old Swedes’ 
church, roared out their salute, 

The Philadelphin Fourth of July 
celebration of 1777 was a public dem- 
onstration, planned {n advance, For- 
tunutely we hare a short contemporary 
account of what took place. The 
Pennsylvania Gazette, published week- 
ly by John Dualap, tells in its issue 
of July 9, 1777, of this first of a long 
line of Independence day celebrations. 
Here {s the full account: 

“Friday, the fourth instant, being 
the anniversary of the independence 
of America, was celebrated in this 
eity with demonstrations of joy and 
festivity. 

“About noon, all the armed ships 
and galleys in the river were drawn 
up before the city, dressed in the ghy- 
est manner, with the colors of the 
United States and streamers displayed. 
At 1 o'clock the yards being properly 
manned, they began the celebration 
of the day by a discharge of thirteen 
cannon from each of the.galleys in 
honor of the thirteen United States. 

“In the afternoon an elegant dinner 
was prepared for congress, to which 
were invited the president and su- 
preme executive council and speaker 
of the assembly of this state, the gen- 
eral officers and colonels of the army 
and the members of the several con- 
tinental boards who were in town, 

“The Hesslan band of music taken 


in Trenton the twenty-sixth of De. 


cember last attended and heightened 
the festivity with some fine perform- 
ances suited to the joyous occasion, 
while a corps of British deserters 
taken into the service of the Contt- 
nent by the State of Georgia, being 
drawn up before the door, filled ur 
the intervals with feux de jole. 

“After dinner a number of toasts 
were drunk, all breathing independ- 
ence and a genuine love of liberty and 
commemorating the memories of thase 
brave and worthy patriots who gal- 
lantly exposed their lives and fell glori- 
ously in defense of freedom and the 
righteous cause of their country. 

“Each toast was followed by a dis- 
charge of artillery and smail arms 
ond a suitable plece of music by the 
Hessian band, The glorious Fourth 
of July was reiterated three times, 
accompanied with triple discharges of 
cannon and small arms. 

“Toward evening several troops of 
horse and corps of artillery and a 
brigade of North Carolina forces which 
was In town on its way to join the 
grand army were drawn up in Sec- 
ond street and reviewed by congress 
and the general officers. 

“The evening was closed with the 
ringing of bells and at night there 
was a grand exhibition of fireworks, 
which began and concluded with thir- 
teen rockets on the common, and the 
city was beautifully thuminated. 

“Everything was conducted with. the 
greatest order and decorum and the 
face of joy and gladness was unl 
versal, 

“Thus may the Fourth of July, that 
glorious and ever-memorable day, he 
celebrated through America by the 
hosts of freedom from age to age till 
time shall be no more, Amen and 
amen,”

GRASSHOPPER SCARE. 


Farmers in some sections of this: 
county are getting frightened at the 
apparent imminence of a repetition of 


order for ten ‘tons sf crude arsenic 
just as soon as the supervisors appro- 
priated the funds, but the ball up in 
freights has delayed delivery. This 
week, an order for three tons to be 
shipped by express was'sent in, and 
it is hoped to have some here in a 
few days. 

Still, it is quite possible that the 
scare will pass without damage. 
While it is true that there are large 
numbers of small hoppers found in 
many localities, still whether or not 
they do any damage will depend whol- 
ly upon weather conditions. If rain 
comes with reasonable frequency the 
insects will confine themselves almost 
entirely to wild lands with a few 
seattering through the meadows. The 
grasshopper prefers grass as a food, 
and the wild grass found on the un- 
occupied lands seems to suit him just 
as well as any, and he feeds on that 
just as long as it green. It is 
only when the grass dries up, and the 


‘ green food there fails, that he swarms 


in on the growing crops. His chief 
ravages are made in the oat fields, 
where, if it gets dry he cuts the heads 
off the stalks, to secure the moist feed 
found by him under the grains. 

Rain is a more eifective check to 
the festive hopper than ali the poi- 


‘son that can be out, but unfortunately 


the rainfall is beyond artificial con- 
trol. Let us hope that rain will fall 
frequently for the next month or six 
weeks, and if it does we will hear no 
more of grasshoppers this year.

diligent search and inquiry it coul 
snot be ascertained in what state 
country the defendant resides, or the 
whereabouts of defendant learned, 
and that said chancery summons has 
been returned by the sheriff of said 
county with his certificate there on 
indorsed that after diligent search and 
inquiry he was unable to find the said 
defendant within the State of Mich- 
igan on or before the return day of 
said summons. 


On motion of Homer L, Fitch, at- 

torney for said plaintiff, 
# IT IS ORDERED, that said defend- 
ant, John R. Davis, cause his appear- 
ance to be entered in this cause with- 
in three months from the date of this 
order, and in case of his appearance 
that he cause his answer to the plain- 
tiff’s bill of complaint to be filed and 
a copy thereof served upon the plain- 
tiff’s attorney, within twenty days 
after service tipon him of a copy of 
said bill and notice of this order, and 
in default thereof said bill be taken 
a8 confessed by said defendant. 

And on like motion, IT 18 PURTH- 
ER ORDERED, that within twenty 
days after the date hereof, the plain- 
tiff cause a notice of this order to be 
published in the Crawford Avalanche,

once in each week, for six weeks in 
succession, or that he cause a eopy of 
thia order to. be personally even up- 
on said defendant, at least twenty 
days before the time-above prekcribed 
for his appearance.
